What about wages? 


Wages have risen steadily for five 
years. Before the strike which be- 
gan on January 21 in ten of our 
.plants and which hes choked off 
early all farm machinery produc- 
‘tion, earnings of employes of these 
plants averaged $1.1514 an hour, 
‘not including any overtime. The 
Union demanded a 34 rents per 
hour increase and a Government 
board has now recommended a 
general increase of 18 cents an 
hour, which would make average 
earnings $1.33144 an hour. Weekly 
average would be $53.40. 


,What about materials? 


Profit per dollar of sale has declined 
until in 1945 it was slightly less than four 
cents, as against 8.4 cents in 1941.

Risk is part of the American profit 
and loss system, so we do not, of 
course, ask either our customers 
or the Government to guarantee 
that we can be certain of profits 
each year. The chart tells the 
story of our profits during the war.

What is the next step?

What about future prices on 
farm machinery?
